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PERHAPS io Hragedy -exnibite fich a feries of 
depravity and cenfequent misfortune as that of 
GEORGE 
impreffes thé mind with fenfations too acute : no | 
unexpected glean of joy breaks through the gloom, | 
and fuch an immediate fucceflion of mifery affords 
no refpite to thefenfibility of an audience. A tras 
gedy. however. of this nature produces falutary im- 
preflions, in as much as it tends to the fuppreflion 
of that excefs and licentioufnefs which have prov- 

ed the deftruction of fo many young men. 

\ Virtue by being contrafted with the odium and 
deformityrof vice, is reprefented in refplendent:co- 
lours, and crimes of dark atrocity are repaid with 
a tribute of infamy and exemplary punifhment.

But 
at an interview in prifon where Barnwell is loacd- 
ed with chains, the infamy and horror of his firua- 
tion naturally prompted a more»impailioned con- 
veriation. The character of Barowell was fup- 
ported with confiderable propriety, not however 
with that precifion aud exprefiive emotion of a 
Feaneli or a Hodgkinfon, but fafficiently congenial 
to tha feelings of dramatic amateurs. His feroci- 
ty and immedigte contrition*diter the murder of 
his uncle infpired the moit poignant fenfations and 
his uncle expired with that agony which generally 
attends fo wnnatarala death. 

For the more pathetic fcenes.of tragedy Mr. Green 
feems but indiiierently caicuiated,-aud tho” natiire 
might extort from him a tear of commiferation for 
the awful dilemma:in which Barnwell was involv.

fLaverpool preffedl am Ameritan failor (as they had 


@one feveral titits Heferejand carried him to their 
houfe of rende#¥ous—Thefe repeated infults fo irri- 
tated the Amé@fican Sgilors, that they affembled 
in a body of about 240, wenttothe houfe and de- 
mhandéd their°companion, They were refufed ad- 
mittance and entered Gy force, and regained the 
man; and after placing the recruiting Captain and 
officers in thetentre of the foom, compe elled them 
to uncover, & give three cheers to the United States 
of America. 

On the 27th an jnftance of the fame kind occur- 
ed. The failors again affemibled, and tock from 
the prefs gang an Am@ican whom they had pred 
ed—beat the whole.gang feverely, threw tyyo of 
them into the Dock, whire one was drowned, kill- 
ed one on the fpot, and the remainder fled. 

On the-2d of February the Americem Captains i 
port wére fummoned to appear before the Mayor, 
and Magiftrates.of Liverpool. They accordingly 
appeared, and were requefted by the Mayor, to 
keep their failors -mder more fabjéction, and ‘not 
fuffer them to break the peace, as they had done 
repeatedly, by infulting,.che Prefs gang. He add- 
ed, that as tong as they behaved themfelves. with 
civility they fhould he protected .by the Lats of the 
Land, but that if they fenewed their infults, they! 
fhould be punithed with the utinefi feverity of the 
law. 

The Captains in anfwer replied, that America 
Was at wir with no natiom=but that their Citi- 
zens had been repeatedly infulted by the Britith 
i Ships of War. That they were the fabjeéts of an 
independent Nation and wonld receive no infalts 
with impunity from the fubjects of any natign— 
and that the attempts to imprefs their men was an 
outrage that the Englith Government did not juttify 
—and that if they would not trouble the Ameri- 
cans, they would conduc themfelves with pro- 
priety, and not trouble them. After this not an 
American was molefted—their conduc was fuch 
as juftified the title of Freemen, and they fupport- 





ed the honor ofthe nation to which they belonged.
